GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Delta Fair and Livestock Show will officially open at.12:00 
noon September 17, 1951, and will close at midnight September 22, 
1951. After the first day, gates and buildings will open at 8:00 a. m. 
and will close at 12:00 p. m. 

All competition is open unless specified under Rules and 
regulations of each department. 

All entries will be made on entry blanks furnished by the 
Fair Management. 


If requested by the Fair Management all competing animals 
shall be exhibited or paraded in an area specified by the Manage- 
ment. 


All exhibits shall remain in place until Sunday September 23, 
1951 unless specified under Department Rules and Regulations. 
If for any reason exhibits should be taken from the Fair Grounds 
before the specified time without permission of the Fair Manage- 
ment, all prize money will be forfeited. In case General Rules 
and Departmental Rules conflict the latter shall govern. 

Exhibitors making false statements or interfering in any 
manner with judges or Fair officials shall be excluded from all 
competition. 

Judges will be selected from the best judges obtainable and 
the decision of the judges in all cases will be FINAL. 


Premiums will be paid as soon as possible after exhibits have 
been judged. 


Awards shall be designated by ribbons. 
The Fair Management or the Superintendent of each department 
shall have authority to order removal of animals, articles, booths,

concessions, shows or signs considered as dangerous, fraudulently 
entered, detrimental or objectional to the public or to the interest 
of the Delta Fair and Livestock Show. All exhibits will be placed 
insofar as possible, so that no exhibit will obstruct the view or 
distract from the general appearance of the building. 

Persons trespassing on Fairgrounds or gaining fraudulent ad- 
mission to the grounds will be subject to arrest and prosecution. 

No claim for injury to any person or property shall ever be 
asserted nor suit instituted or maintained against the Delta Fair 
and Livestock Show on behalf of any person attending by paid ad- 
mission or having privileges to exhibit on grounds or occupy any 
space thereon. 

In case of disturbance the Greenville Police will have full 
authority to make arrests or settle disturbance. In no case will 
the Fair Management be responsible for any violation of the law. 

Holders of privileges or concessions, and exhibitors must comply 
with rules and regulations of the Washington County Health 
Department. Failure to comply will excuse no one from any fine 
or other penalties that may be imposed. 

Tickets may be issued to attendants of educational, and agri- 
cultural exhibits free. Attendants at industrial, commercial, and 
concession booth must purchase a season ticket at 2.50 each. 
The number so issued to each booth will be governed by the number 
of attendants actually required to properly maintain said booth. 
The Fair Management reserves the right to decide as to the number 
of said tickets actually required. 

Each and every exhibitor, concessionaire, employee or any 
other person on Fairground must comply with these rules and 
regulations or orders given by or through authorized officials of 
the Fair. 

The Management reserves the right to amend and to construe 
the specific meaning of all rules and regulations issued. 

All exhibits must be called for not later than Sunday, September 
23, 1951. 

All articles or animals competing must be entered in the name 
of the grower, maker, or owner, as rules may provide. 

Entries must be made with the superintendent of the ap- 
propriate division. Where possible the Association reserves the 
right to reject or accept conditionally any exhibit, either before 
or after the entry is made. Where possible, deliver exhibits direct 
to the department in which they are to be exhibited. 

At the conclusion of the Fair, the exhibitor must claim and 
take entire charge of his exhibit, and personally supervise and 
assume all responsibility for its removal. 

Exhibit space is for the exclusive use of the party with whom 
contract is made and is positively not transferable or subject to sub- 
lease without the written approval of the Fair Association. 

Each concessionaire must confine himself to the space assigned 
him. Failure to do so will subject him to forfeiture of his privileges 
without reimbursement. 

All persons keeping refreshments stands, etc., should lay in 
their supplies before 10:00 a. m. and between 5:00 and 6:00 p. m. 
daily. All trucks making deliveries to concession stands must do 
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so before 10:00 a. m. and between 5:00 and 6:00 p. m. daily. All 
trucks making such deliveries into the grounds must have a permit 
from the Fair Association. 


NOTICE 
State Health Requirements for Livestock 
and 


Poultry Entering Fairs and Livestock Shows 


All livestock and poultry entering fairs and livestock shows 
shall be accompanied by an official health certificate issued by an 
accredited veterinarian showing that said animals are free from 
any infectious or contagious diseases. 

CATTLE — BRUCELLOSIS — All breeding cattle six (6) 
months of age and over exhibited at fairs or shows within the State 
must be accompanied by an official health certificate issued by an 
accredited or approved graduate veterinarian showing that they 
have passed on agglutination test for brucellosis not more than 
thirty (30) days prior to date of exhibit. The certificate shall be 
issued prior to assembling on the premises and entering cattle in 
any exhibition, fair, or livestock show. 

CALFHOOD VACCINATED CATTLE—Cattle vaccinated when 
calves under state-federal supervision with Brucella Abortus Vac- 
cine between four (4) and eight (8) months of age may be admitted 
when accompanied by the official calfhood vaccination certificate 
without a negative test for brucellosis through twenty-four (24) 
months of age. 

NURSE COWS—Nurse cattle shall be accompanied with an of- 
ficial certificate issued by an accredited or approved veterinarian 
showing negative test to brucellosis within thirty (30) days prior 
to entry on show grounds, or negative to the brucellosis test within 
fifteen (15) days prior to vaccination with Brucella Abortus Vaccine. 
All nurse cows shall be maintained separate and apart from all 
other livestock exhibited on show premises. 

SWINE must be accompanied by official health certificaté show- 
ing them to be vaccinated with hog cholera vaccine or hog cholera 
serum and virus three (3) weeks before entering fair, or serum 
alone within fifteen (15) days of entering fair or show. 

POULTRY—(a) Birds that show symptoms of disease must not 
be allowed to enter any show. (b) Any bird that develops symptoms 
of disease while on exhibit in any show must be immediately re- 
moved from the show room. 


This regulation issued in compliance and cooperation with the 
Miss. Agricultural & Industrial Exposition Commission for the 
prevention and spread of contagious and infectious diseases.

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RESOLUTION AND REGULATIONS

BE IT RESOLVED by the Mississippi Agricultural & Industrial 
Exposition Commission in regular meeting assembled at the Central 
Farmers’ Market, Jackson, Mississippi, at 10:00 a. m., August 26, 
1948, that in view of the regulation adopted by the State Livestock 
Sanitary Board, relative to the inspection and health certificate for 
all livestock exhibited at fairs and livestock shows held in 
Mississippi, that the Commission issue the following regulation: 


The Livestock Sanitary Board, having issued health regulation 
for all fairs and livestock shows held in Mississippi requiring health 
certificates as attached hereto. 


THEREFORE: being in full agreement with the attached 
regulation adopted by the State Livestock Sanitary Board on this 
day, and for the purpose of lending some measure of enforcement 
to this regulation, the Mississippi Agricultural & Industrial Exposi- 
tion Commission will not approve payment of any state aid or live- 
stock premium money to any fair or livestock show held in Mis- 
sissippi until a certificate has been received from the Livestock 
Sanitary Board certifying compliance with the regulation. 


The Executive Secretary of this Commission must receive the 
said certificate from the State Veterinarian, as agent of the Live- 
stock Sanitary Board, and have it on file with the other necessary 
papers before payment of any state aid or livestock premium 
money to any fair or livestock show. 


This regulation unanimously adopted this the 26th day of 
August, 1949, and the Secretary is directed to issue an official copy 
to each organization covered thereunder. Miss. A. & I. Expo. Com- 
mission, J. M. Dean, Executive Secretary.

GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Livestock and Poultry Divisions 


General Superintendent — Harold Council 


Applications for entry in all departments must be made in 
writing on entry forms turnished by management of the show for 
this purpose, and these completed forms must be in the hands of 
the manager not later than the date prescribed. Careful note should 
be taken of the rules governing completion in each department. 

All animals competing must be entered in the name of the 
owner and have been the property of the owner for thirty (30) days 
prior to the opening of the show. 

Individual entries and some group entries must be broken to 
lead and show at halter. 

The show management will appoint a committee to pass on 
quality of exhibit and this committee will determine whether of 
sufficient merit to entitle them to compete. 

Exhibitors will provide feed for their livestock and poultry 
exhibits, must provide ample health in showing, and handling in 
general. The show management will make feed and bedding avail- 
able at the show grounds at a fair price. 

The show management will not in any way be responsible for 
damage incurred to either owner or purchases of any livestock, or 
poultry during the show. Neither will the show management be 
responsible for any damage or injury incurred by animals placed 
on exhibit or to any exhibitor or other person at the show. 

All classes will be shown personally by exhibitor unless the 
exhibitor has two entries in one class, in which instance he will 
show one personally and provide an assistant to show the other. 
An exception will be made to this rule where the manager of the 
show is furnished with a written statement giving a satisfactory 
reason why exhibitor cannot show his entry personally. No person 
will be permitted to handle more than one animal in a class while 
judging is in progress. 

The exhibitors of livestock to be eligible for premiums will on 
request of the superintendent permit the use of any animals they 
have on exhibit for any scheduled livestock judging contest and will 
if requested by the management parade their animals as requested. 

Feed and bedding will be available on Fairgrounds for all live- 
stock and poultry. 

The amount of premium money available is contingent on ap- 
propriations of the state Legislature of these state funds. Premiums 
will also be provided by the Delta Fair and Livestock Associations. 

All livestock and poultry exhibits must be in place by 12:00 
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noon September 17, 1951, and shali not be removed from the show 
grounds until September 23, 1951, unless permission is granted by 
superintendent and show management. 

The show management reserves the right to interpret rules and 
regulations governing the show, to amend rules when such changes 
will benefit the general interest of the show, and their ruling shall 
be final. 

All animals and birds will be shown according to the classifica- 
tions posted in the catalogue, but in addition to rating them indi- 
vidually in the several classes, the judge will also designate their 
rating as to the Grade in which they qualify: i. e., whether they are 
of sufficient quality and finish to be eligible as purple, blue, red, 
yellow, or white ribbon individuals. 

; Show management may provide two sets of ribbons for the 
junior departments. One of these would indicate the individual 
ratings of the animals within a class as Ist, 2nd, 3rd. The other 
set of ribbons provided would indicate the grade or class of the 
animal and its color with proper lettering would indicate the grade 
or classification. 

Show management will remind judges of the several depart- 
ments of the basis of judging and grading in order to make sure 
that each animal is given a definite classification in addition to the 
rating in the class in order that premium money may be accurately 
calculated on all animals. 

Champion and reserve champion of each breed shown in the 
junior division are declared eligible to compete in the round-up 
show, provided these animals are of choice or better grade for fat 
animals, or “B” or better grade for breeding animals. 

Registration papers must be presented on each animal (except 
fat barrows, 4-H and FFA steers, grade ewes, fat wethers, and 
poultry by exhibitors before entries will be accepted by the Super- 
intendent. 

All requirements as set forth in this catalogue under State 
Health Regulations must be strictly adhered to (such as presentation 
of Health Certificate, etc.) 

All animals competing for prizes (in the breeding classes) must 
be registered in the recognized herd book for the breed and regis- 
tration papers, health certificate, etc., must be furnished at time of 
entry and left with the superintendent. No premium will be paid 
where the names and registration numbers are not properly enter- 
ed in the judges book 

Application for entries must give exact date of birth and other 
pertinent data as set forth in entry blanks. 

No premium money will be awarded when the exhibits are 
unworthy though there be no competition. 

The fair management reserves the right to change any of the 
abcve regulations without notice, provided the changed regulation 
is in the interest of the Delta Fair and Livestock Show and the 
exhibitors.

1. Every exhibit shown in the Junior Crops Department must 
be the product of a bona-fide 4-H or FFA member, produced by 
him or her in 1951. 


2. Every exhibit shown in the Adult Crops Department must 
be the product of the farmer, produced by him or her in 1951. 


3. Entry must be correctly labeled with exhibitor’s name and 
address and variety. 


4. Entries must be in place at the Fair Ground not later than 
12:00 noon September 17, 1951. 


5. Premium money shall be awarded adult exhibitors as shown. 
Junior exhibitors will be classified and money awarded as shown. 


6. Junior and Adult division will be judged separately, but 
ribbons and premiums will be given as indicated. 


What constitutes Standard Crop Exhibits? 


Frequently what might have been a winning exhibit at a County ° 
or State Fair is disqualified because it fails to come up to standard 
requirements. Others fail to win because of careless handling or 
failure on the part of the club members to observe instructions in 
regard to selecting or preparing his or her exhibit. 


Space will not permit giving detailed instructions as to how to 
select and prepare exhibit for the Fair, but the following paragraphs 
should answer the question, ‘What Constitutes Standard Crop 
Exhibits?” 


1. CORN: A standard corn exhibit consists of 10 ears. The 
ears should be uniform as regards length and diameter, color, and 
depth of grain, size and color of cob; straight row, well filled out 
butts and tips, sound and well matured. 


2. SWEET POTATOES: A peck of potatoes constitutes a 
Standard Exhibit. The potatoes, too, should be uniform as regard 
length, diameter, and color. The ideal sweet potato is about 2 1/4 
to 2 1/2 inches in diameter and 6 1/2 to 7 1/2 inches in length, free 
from cuts, bruises, disease and insects. Carefully remove all dirt 
with soft, moist cloth. DO NOT WASH. 


3. COTTON: An adult exhibit (class I) constitutes one stalk 
of cotton. Junior exhibits shall be in the regulation exhibit box 
and contain open bolls, seed, and lint. Bolls should be gathered 
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as soon as open and placed in the shade to dry. It is well to get 
a sample of lint from the press and the seed as the cotton is being 
ginned. 


4. HAY: One bale of hay shall constitute a Standard Exhibit. 
Hay should be free of foreign material such as weeds, sticks, corn- 
stalks or other coarse woody material, or other materials which are 
objectional, such as briars, thorns, noxious weeds that have formed 
matured seeds such as Johnson grass, dock, wild centage of leafi- 
ness. A uniform green to pea green color is much preferred to 
lighter green to brown or dark colors. Hay should be free of badly 
weathered (weather damage), under-curing, over ripe, very dusty, 
or which is otherwise distinctly low quality for feed or market. 
Seriously damaged hay may not be fit for feed, and should be 
classed very low regardless of other factors. 


5. SMALL GRAIN: One gallon small grain in small box shall 
constitute a Standard Exhibit. Seeds are judged for their purity of 
type or variety, vitality, appearance, and freeness from damage, 
foreign material, objectionable weed seed, etc.

GENERAL RULES & REGULATIONS 
NEGRO CROP PREMIUM LIST AND AGRICULTURAL 
EXHIBITS 


1. Every exhibit shown in the Junior Crops Department must 
be the product of a bona fide 4-H or NFA member, produced by 
him or her in 1951. 


2. Every exhibit shown in the Adult Crops Department must 
be the product of the farmer, produced by him or her in 1951. 


3. Entry must be correctly labeled with exhibitor’s name and 
address and variety. 


4. Entries must be in place at the Fair Ground not later than 
12:00 noon September 17, 1951. 


5. Premium money shall be awarded adult exhibitors as shown. 
Junior exhibitors will be classified and money awarded as shown. 


6. Junior and Adult division will be judged separately, but 
ribbons and premiums will be given as indicated. 


What constitutes Standard Crop Exhibits? 


Frequently what might have been a winning exhibit at a County 
or State Fair is disqualified because of careless handling or failure 
on the part of the club members to observe instructions in regard 
to selecting or prepariny his or her exhibit. 


Space will not permit giving detailed instructions as to how to 
select and prepare exhibit for the Fair, but the following paragraphs 
should answer the question, “What Constitutes Standard Crop 
Exhibits?” 


1. CORN: A standard corn exhibit consists of 10 ears. The 
ears should be uniform as regards length and diameter, color, and 
depth of grain, size and color of cob; straight row, well filled out 
butts and tips, sound and well matured. 


2. SWEET POTATOES: A peck of potatoes constitutes a 
Standard Exhibit. The potatoes, too, should be uniform as regard 
length, diameter, and color. The ideal sweet potato is about 2 1/4 
to 2 1/2 inches in diameter and 6 1/2 to 7 1/2 inches in length, free 
from cuts, bruises,disease andinsects. Carefully remove all dirt 
with soft, moist cloth, DO NOT WASH. 


3. COTTON: An adult exhibit (class I) constitutes one stalk 
of cotton. Junior exhibits shall be in the requlation exhibit box 
and contain open bolls, seed, and lint. Bolls should be gathered 
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as soon as open and placed in the shade to dry. It is well to get 
a sample of lint from the press and the seed as the cotton is 
being ginned. ; 


4. HAY: One bale of hay shall constitute a Standard Exhibit. 
Hay should be freen of foreign material such as weeds, sticks, corn- 
stalks or other coarse woody material, or other materials which are 
objectional, such as briars, thorns, noxious weeds that have formed 
matured seeds such as Johnson grass, dock, wild centage of leafi- 
ness. A uniform green to pea green color is much preferred to 
lighter green to brown or dark colors. Hay should be free of badly 
weathered (weather damage), under-curing, over ripe, very dusty, 
or which is otherwise distinctly low quality for feed or market. 
Seriously damaged hay may not be hit for feed, and should be 
classed very low regardless of other factors. 


5. SMALL GRAIN: One gallon small grain in small box shall 
constitute a Standard Exhibit. Seeds are judged for their purity of 
type or variety, vitality, appearance, and freeness from damage, 
foreign material, objectionable weed seed, etc.
